PROVE IDENTITY

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover, noting this month's sec­ 
ond birthday of his civil identifica­ 
tion file, termed its more than 60,- 
000 fingerprints "a means of posi­ 
tive Identification in the event of 
disaster of misfortu ne. 
Du ring October, the director of in­ 
vestigation said. 23 civilians killed 
in accident were identified throu gh 
the non-criminal fingerprint file of 
the ju stice department. 
Victims of au tomobile accidents 
led the list of u nknown dead w’ho 
were identified throu gh the bu reau ’s 
October work. A hitch-hiker killed 
near Hannibal. Mo. w’as identified as 
a resident of New Orleans. 
Hoover related how fingerprints 
on file saved the government money 
in the case of Ollie F. Lewis. A 
world war veteran. Lewis had been 
missing more than seven years.
